Being mobile had the attraction of being able to offer people additional contacts as | moved around although | must day that juggling the radio, microphone, 
paddle and log in the front seat of the car in the dark is challenging at best and frustrating at it’s worst. 


| think the best mode is SSB since you aren’t restricted to a “channel” and therefore you can just can pick a frequency and start calling. 


| operated from four zip codes and | was pleasantly surprised that for the most part | had no trouble working stations from all of them. | only worked one out of 
state fellow(WV). The rig | used is a older Icom 706 MK 11 G which is very versatile even if the receiver isn’t the best. | would recommend to anyone who wants 
to participate in this event that they try to secure an “all Mode” rig. It really adds to the fun. 


The evening had a couple of high points. One was working KA3KSP on CW! Wow that was a treat and the other was working KB3IAC several time after several 
years of silence. Welcome back Rick! 


At the end of the evening | went home before exhausting all the available zip codes but | had fun and! plan to be back next year. One thing that would really 
improve things would be if more folks fired up their VHF gear and gave it a try. 


True Blue DXers Club Closed "2° 


Troon, Scotland, January 21*', 2023 —It is with great sadness that | have to announce my decision to bring the TBDXC experience to a close. 


This follows the resignation of our President and Marathon Manager Peter DL3NAA, triggered by yet another “scandal” about TBDXC members massively 
engaging in FT8 activity. 


This problem emerged already more than one year ago. Under pressure from more “purist” members, and in order to maintain the 
Club’s credibility, | wrote to the membership reminding what the Club stands for and asking those members who do engage in FT8 
DXing to consider resigning. Many did, but this letter of mine generated heated and at times vicious debate on various forums, and 
a lot of feedback — some positive and some very negative - to me personally. 


Problem solved? No. A check on Clublog in November 2022 showed that the situation hadn’t changed. As a result, you will 
remember receiving another email making the same points as the previous one. More expressions of support and a little criticism, 
on the one hand, and more resignations. 


Problem solved? No. A check of the recent TN8K leaderboards shows that as much as one third of the TBDXC members who 
worked the excellent DXpedition did so on FT8, with quite a few members ONLY working TN8K on FT8 - no CW or SSB! 


At this stage, it is abundantly clear to me that | have failed. My initial idea of an organised push back against the exploding digital activity may have been good in 
theory, but in reality: 


a) The TBDXC has failed to make the slightest difference in levels of activity. The recent and very welcome return of CW and SSB traffic appears due to 
improved propagation conditions and in no way linked to our promotional activity. 


b) The TBDXC has been largely ignored by its own members. Only two awards, for instance, were issued during a four-year period. Out of a membership of 
nearly 2,000, in another example, only about 350 submitted logs for the Marathon during two years, despite numerous, repeated calls to do so even if one 
doesn’t participate competitively — just to show support. And, 


c) What | find most extraordinary, many DXers evidently signed up just to be in a Club. They have not read, or not understood, they don’t care or they just 
plainly ignore the very foundation, the reason for the Club to exist, and happily work DX with automated digital modes. How is that possible, | honestly do 
not know. The Club is the laughing stock of anybody who cares to check who works what on what mode. 


This is a sign of personal failure for me, and a betrayal to the majority of members who are passionate about the cause and feel good to be in the company of 
like-minded people. 


| did not create the TBDXC to be a police organisation and never had any intention to singling out “offenders” or taking actions like issuing warnings or 
terminating membership. This is odious, extremely time consuming, and, for an informal association without even a formal membership, not even legal. 


| am therefore left with no alternative but to close down the True Blue DXers Club. 


A further reason of intense pain is that the demise of the Club will bring an end to the DX Ultra-Marathon — an initiative very much enjoyed by hundreds of DXers 
for the last two years. 2023 looked promising already, but | don’t see how this initiative could go ahead separate from the existence of the Club. This was indeed 
a good idea, with plenty of upscale potential, and perhaps someone will want to run it independently in the future. 


In signing off, | would like to express my gratitude to those few souls who, during these four years, offered time, work, ideas and enthusiasm and helped me 
keeping the Club alive, in particular Petr OK1RP, Thomas DK3DUA and Peter DL3NAA. 


But especially, | want to say a sincere THANK YOU to all of you — and you are many more than you think after reading this - who truly understood and believed in 
the ideas behind the True Blue DXers Club. Long live CW and SSB, long live True Blue DXing!

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Conttict of Interest? 


A Special Board of Directors Meeting was held by the ARRL on November 21°' and November 30", 2022, the details of which are coming to light. 
Stated purpose of the meeting involved “Consideration of Ethics & Elections Committee Recommendation”. Excerpted from the meeting minutes: 


Dr. Zygieloaum on behalf of the Ethics and Elections Committee moved: 


Whereas the ARRL Ethics and Elections Committee (E&E) has determined, in accordance with its authority and duties, the procedures defined by ARRL’s By- 
Laws, and in consultation with ARRL Connecticut counsel 


1. That Director Ria Jairam failed to make a full, transparent, and timely disclosure of a potential conflict of interest between herself and the ARRL 


2. That Director Jairam has created an actual and ongoing conflict of interest through the creation and publication of a book which competes with one or more 
ARRL publications; 


Whereas, despite several requests from E&E to Director Jairam, no information was provided by Director Jairam to mitigate E&E findings; 


It is therefore resolved that Director Jairam be recused in accordance with Recusal Level 1 as defined by the ARRL By-Laws Section 46(d) (1). This recusal shall 
apply during any discussion and/or consideration of ARRL publications and training strategies, contents, marketing, and/or plans including discussions of 
actual or anticipated competing publications; 


It is further resolved that Director Jairam is hereby notified that violation of the conditions of recusal or failure to meet the fiduciary obligations and requirements 
set forth in ARRL governing documents and in Connecticut law may cause this inquiry to be reopened. 


Mr. Stratton brought a motion to move into the Committee of the Whole to discuss the consideration of Ethics & Elections Committee recommendation, seconded 
by Ms. Jairam. The motion FAILED with 10 No votes, 4 Aye votes and 1 Absent. 


Director Jairam recused herself from the meeting at 1:25 PM and returned to the meeting at 2:25 PM. At the request of Director Zygielbaum, a roll call vote was 
taken on his original motion. 


The motion PASSED, 11 Aye votes, 3 No votes, and 1 Absent 


As this information came to light — posted on the QRZ.COM forums on January 13", 2023 by Ron Holtz NN4RH, for one — questions began to be raised about 
what this was all about, and what the “real” story was. Especially in light of actions by previous Boards in recent years to censure Directors. 


At issue? A Technician Study Guide that N2RJ was asked to write. 
On January 14", ARRL Hudson Division Director Ria Jairam N2RJ posted a response, excerpts below: 


| started writing the book in January. 
Before the book was complete | asked E&E for written clearance. | obtained clearance to write the book, in writing. The chair of E&E even wished me best of luck 
in this endeavor.

Satellite Constellations Could" 
Interfere With Meterological 
Spectrum 


SAN FRANCISCO, CA, January 23”, 2023 — Satellite megaconstellations 
could pose a threat to the spectrum that meteorologists are eager to protect 
from radio frequency interference.

At the American Meteorological Society annual meeting in Denver, 
meteorologists and spectrum experts expressed concern about proposals 
for SpaceX’s second-generation Starlink broadband constellations and 
acknowledged that other proposed megaconstellations could create 
interference as well. 


SpaceX has asked the U.S. Federal Communications Commission for a 
license to transmit signals from gateway stations to nearly 30,000 Starlink 
second-generation satellites in the 81 to 86 gigahertz band. 


“The sheer number of potential gateway uplink stations around the world 
could contribute to adjacent band contamination and further due diligence 
would be needed,” said David Lubar (WB3JEY), Aerospace Corp. senior 
project leader, said at the AMS meeting. “We do not know if their out-of- 
band emissions will be an area of concern.” 


Meteorologists pick up faint signals indicating humidity over land in the 86 to 
92 gigahertz band, adjacent to the bands Starlink has proposed for uplinks. 


It’s not yet clear whether the Starlink uplinks would pose any danger to the 
meteorological observations, but weather forecasts rely on passive 
radiometers to pick up faint signals to identify water vapor, precipitation and 
atmospheric temperature in various spectral bands. 


“These bands are established by the fundamental laws of physics,” Tony 
McNally, principal scientist in the European Centre for Medium-Range 
Weather Forecasts Research Department, said at the AMS meeting. 


Complicating the matter is the fact that “the signals that we are looking for 
with our passive satellites are much smaller than the interference patterns 
created by some of the other uses of the spectrum,” McNally added. “I would 
liken it to trying to gaze up at the stars at night when someone puts an 
incredibly bright flashlight in your eyes.” 


Meteorologists sought protection for unwanted emissions in the 81-86 
gigahertz band at the 2019 World Radiocommunications Conference in 
Egypt. At the time, the International Telecommunications Union body of 
delegates declined to take up the matter. 


As a result, the FCC has no current regulations that would limit SpaceX’s 
use of the band. 


“Any new international rules are unlikely to be enacted until after 2027,” 
Lubar said. 


This is just one example of the whack-a-mole predicament meteorologists 
face in trying to safeguard atmospheric measurements and weather-data 
relays from RF interference. 


Another potential problem relates to the passive measurements 
meteorologists make from 50.2 to 50.4 gigahertz. Careful observation of that 
band reveals temperatures at various levels of the atmosphere. That data, 
paired with humidity measurements in the 180 to 184 gigahertz band, are 
key elements of weather forecasts. 


Existing regulations protect the 50.2 to 50.4 gigahertz band from 
interference, but the signals are so weak they could be drowned out by 
noise emitted in adjacent bands. 


“These systems in space are measuring extremely sensitive bits of energy,” 
said Beau Backus, Johns Hopkins Applied Physics Laboratory senior 
spectrum manager. “That makes it essential that this be in protected areas.” 


Tens of thousands of satellites are expected to launch in the next decade. 
Many satellite operators are proposing transmitting data to spacecraft in 
bands immediately above and below the 50.2 to 50.4 gigahertz band. 


“The industry is moving faster than our scientific development,” Michael 
Farrar, director of the National Centers for Environmental Prediction at 
National Weather Service, said at the AMS meeting. “This problem is going 
to accelerate. We should build a process that can rapidly respond to these 
scenarios.” 


The American Meteorological Society's RF Allocation Committee also is 
concerned about potential interference in the 23 to 24 gigahertz band, 
where the Advanced Technology Microwave Sounder on the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration’s Joint Polar Satellite System 
collects passive measurements of atmospheric water vapor. Those 
observations combined with data from other active and passive sensors on 
U.S. and international satellites help 
meteorologists predict storm tracks and rainfall
